The latter two were allegedly 
expelled from Austria at the time they attended the Torino meeting but both 
returned clandestinely and now live without a permit of residence at the 
Kagran refugee camp. CSOMOS also claims to be a member of the European 
Executive Coonlttee in organization. 

2. Subject's wife, approximately 40 years old, and bis daughter, about 13, 
reportedly Joined Subject this sunmer having come from Hungary through Yugoslavia 
to Vienna, 

3. Can Headquarters inform us whether or not Subject is actually working 

forC On the basis of CT 3 1 assessment this man is undoubtedly the 

one Vno worked in the I. G* FOX Project in 1946 and who was very probably 

a Soviet IS agent. It is also highly suspicious that his family could have 
arrived in the Sunner of 1958. 

4. VOB is considering a CE operation against this nan and ve would like 
to inform you of this fact. 

5* We also call your attention to the fact that he has made contact with 
SETAF and that on 2 6 Hovember 1957 ve urged extreme caution against the use 
of this man.
